The decision of Judge Van Epps at At- 
Janta, Ga, that wine could not be sold by 
the drink, even in licensed wine-rooms, 
has greatly disturh-d the wine-room 
keepers. Half a dozen of them are under 
indictment for selling by the drink, and 
they fear that $1,000 fines will be imposed 
upon each of them.

The Tennessee Senate has passed a bil) 
allowing twenty-five dollars per month to 
Tennessee soldiers who lost their eves in 
battle, and such Federal soldiers from 
Tennessee who lost their eyes in battle 
and who are not pensioned by the General 
Governme ‘t. 

Kieury Dedson, ® worthless, insolent 
yagabond, was recently tried before Geo. 

Bradford and a jury at Augusta, Ky., 
for mistreating hisfamily. The jury, after 
hearing all the evidence, returned a ver- 
dict of guilty, and ordered him sold to the 
highest bidder at public auction for the 
period of seventy-five days. Judge Brad- 
ford has fixed March 6 as the day of sale. 
‘his is the first case of the kind for many 
yeors, and much interest was manifested. 

Charles Jones, a highly-esteemed negro, 
resid ng in Madison County, Tenn., was 
found murdered 1n the road near Pinson, 
ten miles south of Jackson, a few days 
ago. The evidence at hand indicates that 
Jones was waylaid by Dan Hughes and 
killed with an axe. Hughes is in jail 
charged with the crime. 

A law has just been enacted in Texas 
making it a nen iloffenseto have boutthe 
person, saddle or s°ddle-bags any pistol, 
dirk. dagger. shot-7un, sword-cane, spear, 
knuckles. made of any hard substance, 
bow e knife, or any other kind of a knife, 
manufactured or sold for purposes of of- 
fense or defense. The penalty is a fine of 
not less than twenty-five do!lars nor more 
than two hundred dollars, and from twen- 
ty to fifty days in juil.

CONVICT LABOR. 


Figures From the Report of Labor Com: 
m ssioner Wr'ght on the Convict Labor 
Systems of the Country—The Bugbear 
Not So Terrible After All. 

WasuHINGToN, Mach 1.—Commissioner 
of Labor Carroll D. Wright has submitted 
his report on convict labor to the Secre- 
tary of the Interior. There are, he says, 
four systems of employment of convicts 
in this country, name y: The contract 
system, the piece price system, the public 
account system and the lease system. The 
number of prisoners of all grades em- 
ployed in the institutions covered by the 
report is 64,6'9, the males numbering 
58,714 and the females 5,895. Of 
this total number 45,277 are engaged in 
productive labor; 15.36) are eng»ged in 
prison duties, and 3,972 are sick or idle. Of 
this total number, 14,827 are emp!oyed un- 
der the public account system, by which 
the institution buys material and con- 
verts it into manufactured articles, which 
are sold in the best available markets; 
15,670 aré employed under the contract 
system, under which a contractor em- 
ploys convicts ata certain agreed price 
per day for their labor; and 5,676 under 
the piece price system, under which the 
institution leases the convicts to a con- 
tractor for a specified sum and for a fixed 
period, the lessee usually undertaking to 
clothe, feed, care for and maintain proper 
discipline among the prisoners. 

This prison population of 64,699 has a 
proportion of one in a thousand to the 
population of the United States, and what- 
ever competition, considering the country 
at large, which comes from convict labor 
in any form must, come from this one con- 
vict in a thousand of the population, bat 
the proportion to those engaged in mechan- 
ical pursuits in the whole country is about 
one convict to every fifty persons em- 
ployed. 

The total value of goods made and 
work done on productive labor in the pen- 
al institutions of the whole country is $27,- 
153,909.13. It took 45,:77 convicts one vear 
to produce this total value, and it would 
have taken 85,534 fres laborers to have 
produced the same quantity of goods. 

Mr. Wright thinks it evident from in- 
formation obtained that the competition 
arising from the employment of convicts, 
as far as the whole country is concerned, 
would not, of itself, constitute a question 
worthy of serious discussion. However, 
locally and in certain industries, the com- 
petition may be serious, and of such pro- 
portions asto claim the most serious at- 
tention of Legisiatures.

A BIG BLAZE, 


Burning ofthe Morgan Steamsh’'p Docks at 
New York, Together with an Immense 
Amount of Colton, Involv nga Loss oi a 
M ilion Dollars—Narrow Escape of th 
Lone Star. 

New Yon. Fob OR At half-naast SIX 
o’clock this morning a disustrous fire 
broke out at the Morgun Steamship Line 
docks, Pier No. <7, North river, which was 


so fierce that within an hour the whole 
pier was destroyed. ‘The Lone Siar, one 
of the steamers of the line, was badly 


damuged; three lighters, loaded with cot- 
ron, were ccnsumed, and property esti- 
mated at from 75°00 to 21,000,000 was 
swept dway. A strong northwest wind 
prevailed, which quickly carried the 
flUumes beyond the control of the firemen. 

The pie: was loaded with bales of cot- 
ton, hides and other merchandise, which 
were qvickly in a blaze, causing a blind- 
ng smoke, which greatly impeded the 
firemen in their efforts to subdue the 
flames. The police boat Patrol and the 
fire boats andan army of tugs were sum- 
moned, and the most desperate cffurts 
were mude to save the sh pping. 

The steamer Lone Star, which ws ly- 
ing alongside the dock, was towed out 
in the stream, with her rigging and wood 
work ab aze. She, fortunately, had little 
or no cargo on board. The loess to the 
steamer by five and water will be consid- 
erable, 

Chief of the Fire Dep -rtment Shay 
turned the attention of his men to saving 
adjoining property, as the dock was 
doomed. The men of e gine company 
No. 27 came very near losing their lives, 
for some of the sparks ivnited the cotton 
and the dock b2itween them and the street 
was impossibje to pass. Tuey gained the 
string piece of the dock, and were taken 
off with much ris by a tug. 

Half an hour after the fire broke out 
the roof off the pier fell witha tremend- 
ous crash. On the lighter Lorena was 
1,100 bales of cotton: on the lighter An- 
derson 1,000 biles, and both will prove a 
total loss. The Lorena sunk. The light- 
ers and their cargoes were valued at #25),- 
000. Nothing can be learned about the 
origin of the fire.

How he has been received 
in England and France. 





From a private letter from Paris to 
a friend Mr, Douglass writes : 1 have 
evrywhere been received in this coun- 
try andin England with civility, 
courtesy and kindness, and as a man 
among men, as I expect:d to be. I 
have felt, however, that my presence 
here, even ir silence, has a good influ- 
ence iu respect to the standing of the 
colored race before the world. The 
leprous distillment of Amerioan preju 
dice against the negro is not confined 
to the United States America has 
ber missic naries abroad in the shape 
of Ethiopian singers, who disfigure 
and distort the features of the Negro 
and burlesque his language and man- 
ners in a way to make bim appear to 
thonsands as more akin to apes than 
tomen. This mode of warfare is 
purely American, and it is carried on 
here in Paris, as it in the great cities 
ef England and in the States, so that 
to many minds, as no good was 
thought to come out of Nazareth, so 
no good is expected of the Negro. In 
addition to these Ethiopian buffoons 
and serepaders, who presume to rep- 
resent us abroad, there are malicious 
American writers who take pleasure 
in assailing us as an inferior and good 
for-nothing race of which it is impos- 
ible to make anything. 

These influences are very hurtfal, 
and not only tend to avert from us 
the sympathy of civilized Europeans, 
but to bring us under the lash and 
sting of the werld’s contempt I have 
thus far done little to counteract this 
tendercy in public, but I have never 
failed to bear my testimony when 
confronted with it ia ‘private, with 
pen and tongue. When I shall re- 
turn to Eagland, as I hope to do in 
the spring, I shall probably maka a 
few speeches in that country in vin- 
dicaticu of the cause and character of 
the celored racein America,in which 
I hope to do justice to their progress 
and make known some of the difficul- 
ties with which, as a people, they 
have b:d to contend. 

Notwithstanding what I have said 
of the malign influences I mentioned 
the masses of the people, both in 
France and in England, are sound in 
their convictions and feelings concer- 
ing the colored race. The best element 
of both countries are just and chari- 
table toward us. 


I had the great pleasure yesterday 
of an interview with a member, I may 
sayavenerable and highly distin- 
guished member, of the French 
Senate, M. Schoelcher, the man who 
in the first hours of the revolution of 
1848 drew up the decree and carried 
through the measure uf emancipation 
to the slaves in all the French colon- 
ies. Senator Schoelcher is now over 
80 years old, but, like many other 
European statesmen. is still able to 
work. He attends the Senate daily, 
and in addition to his otber labors he 
is now writing the life of ‘Toussaint, 
the hero of Haytian independence and 
liberty. A splendid testimonial of the 
gratitude of the French colonies is 
seen in his house in the shave of a fig- 
ure of Liberty in bronze breaking the 
chains of the slave. The house of 
this venerable and philanthropic Sen- 
ator has in it many of the relics of 
slaveholding barbarism and cruelty. 
Besides broken fetters and chains 
which had once galled the limbs of 
slaves, he showed me one iron collar 
with four huge prongs, placed upon 
the necks ef refractory slaves, de 
signed to entangle and impede them 
in the bushes ifthey should attempt 
torun away. I had seen the same 
hellish implements in the States, but 
did not know until I saw them here 
that they were also used in the French 
islands. 

M.Schoeleclier spoke much in praise 
of Thomas Jeffersen, but blamed 
Washington. The latter could have 
he eaid, abolisted slavery’ and it was 
his fault that slavery wes fastened 
upon the American Republic. I spoke 
to him of Alexande rDumas. He said 
he was a clever writer, but that he 
was nothing in morale or politics. 
He never said ene word for his race. 
So we have nothing to thank Du-« 
mas for. Victor Hugo, the white man, 
could speak for us, but this brilliant 
colored .man have let down sheets 
of fire upon the beads of tyrants ang 
carried freedom to his enslaved peo- 
ple, had no word in behalf of liberty 
and the enslaved. Ihave not seen 
his statue here in Paris. I shali go 





to eee it, as it isan acknowledgment | D 


of the genius of a colored man, but 
not because I honor the character of 


the man himseft. 
I have seen much herein Paris in 


the way ofancient and medern sculpt- 
ure and painting which h:s deeply 
intereted me. Louvre and the Luxa 
emboring abound in them. I have 
long been interested in ethnelogy, 
especially of the North Af: ican racer. 
I have wanted the evidence of great- 
ness under a colored skin, to meet 
and beat back the charg of naturs 
al,original and permanent inferiority 
of the colored races of men. Coxld I 
have seen forty frears ago what I 
have now seen. I should have been 
much better fortified t> meet the 
Notts and the Gliddens of America 
in their arguments against the Ne- 
gro asa part of the great Africa: 
race. Knowledge on this subject 
comes to me jate, but I hope not too 
late to be of some service ; for the 
battie at this point is not yet fought 
out, and the victory is not yet wor, 
Yesterday, through the ki‘pg of- 
fics of Mr. Theodore Staton who 
procured tickets forus,I had the 
the pleasure, with ‘nim and Mr- 
Douglass, of sitting, in the forward 
part of the gallery of the French 
Hunse of Depv.ties, and listening to 
that angust ‘pody, answering to our 
House of Representatives, but with 
power more enlarged. It present-. 
ed fine appearence, and, though 


mauners an improvement on our 
House of Representatives. I saw no 
one squirting tobacco, smoking, or 
his feet above the lsvil of his head, as 
issometimes seen in our National 
Legislature. 

Colored faces are in Paris. I some- 
times get sight of one or two in the 
course ofa day’sramble.

I met the 
other Gay,at the house of Pore Hye- 
cinthe.a Mr. Janvier, of Hayti, a 
young man of the color of our well- 
remembered friend, Samuel R Ward 
who is one of the finest scholars and 
most refined gentlemen in Paris. I 
was very much delighted to 4nd such 
a noble specimen of the possibilities 
af the eolored race, and to find him 
s0 highly appreciated by cultivated 
ladies and gentlemen of Paris. If a 
race can produce one such man, it can 
produce many.—New York Times.

THE SWEET BY AND BY. 
History of the Writing and Promulgation 
of This Famous Melody.’ 

Among the immortal musical notes 
and words written by natives artists and 
poets, is the song known far and near 
as the ‘‘Sweet By and By.’’ A city 
gentleman of musical inclinations re- 
cently gave me a romantic history of 
the writing, publishing and promulga- 
tion of this song, so sentimental and 
full of appeal to the human soul that it 
has been sung almost universally and 
in almost every tongue, It was writ- 
ten—the words—by an [llinois man, 
Mr. S. Filmore Bennett, who is still 
alive and living, I believe, at Lake 
Zurich, near the Wisconsin line. The 
music was composed by his friend, J. 
P. Webster, composer,’ who lived near 
him at that time—1868. The author 
and composer were warm friends, and 
it was while both were under strong 
emotional conditions from temporal 
depression that the lovely hymn and 
its sweet measures were produced, the 
whole operation taking not more than 
half an hour. After being published 





-by a Chicago firm, however, the song 


laid in stock ‘and scarcely a copy was 
sold for a year or two. Its success was 
then developed by a remarkable inci- 
dent, or accident, which was almost 
providential. A compiler of Sunday 
School. melodies chanced to ask the 
composer’s permission to put ‘‘Sweet 
By and By” into his newest song book, 
and the song having no apparent value, 
consent was readily and gratuitously 
accorded him. The Sabbath school 
children of the land then began to sing 
it, and this introduction created a de- 
mand at once for the sheet-music form 
to such a degree that the publishers’ 
presses were called into service to run 
off thousands on thousands of the ten- 
der and immortal musical work.—Chi- 
éago Journal.

A& Glimpse at the Handsome Home at 
Mentor and Its Occupant. 


In five years there have been mary 
notable changes in the Garfield family. 
There have been no deaths, but the 
children of whom the father was so 
fond have grown up.

American Harvesting Machinery in Aus- 
tralia. 

Australian papers just received announce 
the award of the National Gold Medal to 
AULTMAN, MILLER & Co., of Akron, U., for 
their Light Drafi Buckeve Folding B.nder, 
as the result of the National fieid trial held 
in December last. The following, cut from 
the Meibourue Argus of December 16, 1836, 
giving part:culars of ihe contest, wili be of 
interest. The Argus says: 

The field trial of reapers and binders in 
connection with the National Show at 
Shepparton was held on Tuesday, the 14th 
inst., on Mr. Guthrie’s farm, ubout two 
miles from Shepparton. Owing to the 
pressure of harvest work, crops in all di- 
rections being ripe, the attendance of farm. 
ers did not exceed 150, but great interest 
was taken in the proceedings. As at ihe 
late show, the judges placed the Hornsby 
machine first, M’Cormick second and the 
Woods third; the “Buckeye’’ r-presonta- 
tive disliked being left out in the cold, and 
demaniied a field trialas provited Wy the 
rules, the M’Cormick also sharing in the 
protest; so the prizes were held over pend- 
ing the field trial. The crop was ripe 
wheat, and the iand was so rough that 
none of the machines could show very low 
cutting, and the jolting over the hard clods 
was tolerably severe on horses, ma hines 
and drivers. Twoo’clock was the hour fixed 
for the trial, but as the “Buckeye’’ was the 
only mechine then ready, a delay was 
caused by the Hornsby and M’Cormick 
experts giving their machines a pre- 
liminary run in the adjoining block of crop, 
and a start was not made until a quarter 
past three. The five judges gave great at- 
tention to their duties, and were ably sec- 
onded by the sub-committee, appointed by 
the seciety and the secretary, Mr. Harold 
B. Turnley. About two acres were allotted 
to each machine, and they finished in 
the following order: “Buckeye,” 1 hour 10 
minutes; Hornsby, 1 hour 19 minutes; 
M’Cormick, 1 hour 26 minutes. The two 








latter machines were drawn by three 
horses each, while two lighter horses 


worked the “Buckeye” binder with cqual 


The decision of the judges was based 
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on the following scale of points: 
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The Judges (Messrs. A. Kinkaid, H. 
Wilkinson, J. Grieve, J. M’Intyre and J. 
M’Guinness) thus awarded the “Buckeye” 
the first prize, with the maximum number 
of points; Hornsby second, with 43, and 
M’Cormick third, with 37, adding that the 
work performed was the best they had 
ever seen, and their decision was cheered 
by the farmers present. ©

Umbrella and Cane Stands. 





A pretty fancy cane and umbrella 
stand for a hall can be easily made of 
the frame of an old umbrella that has 
seen its best days. The covering must 
be removed, and the umbrella slightly 
opened, being made fast with a few 
tacks. The ferrule is inserted in a 
block of solid wood, that may be either 
round or square.
